Helms  argues  that  the  elimination  of  the 
Morse  code  requirement  for  amateur  radio 
licensees  should  encourage  more  people 
to  take  up  his  hobby  of  ham  radio.  After 
dispelling  the  mythical  deterrents  such  as 
equipment  costs,  complex  tests,  and  oper¬ 
ating  difficulty,  Helms  discusses  the  plea¬ 
sures,  the  new  lingo,  the  regulations,  and 
the  technology  involved  in  speaking  with 
other  ham  operators  around  the  world.

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Survey  on  Recorded  Discs 
with  Braille  Book  Review 

During  September  readers  of  the  braille 
edition  of  Braille  Book  Review  were  sent 
a  survey  asking  their  preference  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  recorded  discs  included  with 
the  braille  version  of  Braille  Book  Re¬ 
view.  These  discs  contain  the  complete 
respective  issue  of  Talking  Book  Topics. 

Recently  the  NLS  National  Advisory 
Group  on  Collection-Building  Activi¬ 
ties,  which  is  made  up  of  reader  repre¬ 
sentatives  and  librarians,  recommended 
that  the  recorded  discs  no  longer  be 
sent  with  Braille  Book  Review.  The  com¬ 
mittee  suggested  that  if  it  were  not  nec¬ 
essary  to  wait  for  the  recorded  discs  to 
be  produced,  Braille  Book  Review  could 
be  mailed  earlier  in  the  bimonthly 
schedule.  That  way  readers  would  be 
aware  of  the  arrival  of  braille  books  at 
their  libraries  in  a  more  timely  manner. 

If  this  change  were  made,  everything 
else  would  stay  the  same.  The  short  de¬ 
scriptions  of  recorded  books  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  the  Braille  Book  Review  mag¬ 
azine,  and  the  braille  order  forms  for 
recorded  books  would  still  be  included. 
Talking  Book  Topics  on  recorded  disc  or 
cassette  would  still  be  available  as  a 
separate  subscription.  The  change 
would  begin  in  January  1996.

Book  Review 

In  response  to  requests  and  suggestions 
from  patrons,  three  changes  are  intro¬ 
duced  to  Braille  Book  Review  beginning 
with  this  issue. 

1.  As  explained  in  previous  issues,  the 
braille  edition  no  longer  contains  the  re¬ 
corded  discs  with  the  complete  text  of 
Talking  Book  Topics.  The  short  descrip¬ 
tions  of  recorded  books  and  the  order 
forms  for  recorded  books  are  still  in¬ 
cluded.  If  you  would  like  to  receive  as 

a  separate  subscription  the  complete 
Talking  Book  Topics  on  disc  or  cassette, 
please  contact  your  local  cooperating 
library. 

2.  As  a  pilot  project,  a  computer  disk¬ 
ette  with  both  Braille  Book  Review  and 
Talking  Book  Topics  on  it  is  now  avail¬ 
able  to  NLS  patrons.  The  diskette  con¬ 
tains  Braille  Book  Review  and  Talking 
Book  Topics  as  two  separate  ASCII  text 
files  on  one  372-inch  IBM-compatible 
diskette.  The  data  is  readable  by  nearly 
all  editing  or  file-reading  software.  Each 
file  consists  of  the  “In  Brief”  section,  the 
book  listings  complete  with  annotation, 
and  a  magazines  listing.  Indexes  and 
order  forms  are  not  included.  This  for¬ 
mat  is  already  available  through  the 
Internet  by  accessing  LC  MARVEL. 

Each  diskette  is  packaged  in  a  stan¬ 
dard  diskette  mailer  and  sent  directly  to 
patrons  who  subscribe.  You  will  receive 
the  diskette  around  the  same  time  as 
you  receive  other  formats  of  Braille 
Book  Review  and  Talking  Book  Topics  to 
which  you  currently  subscribe.  You  will 
continue  to  receive  these  formats  also 
during  this  pilot  project,  unless  you  re¬ 
quest  a  change.  The  diskette  is  to  be 
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kept,  not  returned  to  the  producer  or 
your  library.

The  two-track  commer¬ 
cial  abridged  edition  contained  on  one 
cassette  is  being  mailed  to  all  Friends 
members,  and  a  limited  number  of 
copies  are  available  free  to  Talking  Book 
Topics  readers. 

The  book  tells  of  a  man  who  re¬ 
sponds  to  an  ad  seeking  a  pupil  who 
desires  to  save  the  world  and  finds 
Ishmael,  a  gorilla  who  telepathically 
communicates  why  humankind  is  de¬ 
stroying  the  environment.  Ishmael  ex¬ 
plains  that  since  the  agricultural  revolu¬ 
tion,  the  myth  that  the  earth  belongs  to 
humans  has  led  them  to  destroy  other 
species.  Conversely,  some  species  didn’t 
follow  this  track  and  still  obey  the 
peacekeeping  laws  of  nature.  The  book 
contains  some  strong  language. 

Ishmael  won  the  1991  Turner 
Tomorrow  Fellowship,  established  to 
encourage  authors  to  seek  “creative  and 
positive  solutions  to  global  problems.” 
The  author  is  a  former  executive  in  ed¬ 
ucational  publishing  who  left  his  career 
to  take  up  writing.  He  currently  gives 
lectures  on  environmental  and  future- 
oriented  issues.

Nineteenth-Century  Book 
on  Blind  People  Reissued 

A  classic  book  about  the  achievements 
of  blind  people,  which  had  been  out  of 
print,  was  recently  reissued  in  a  com¬ 
memorative  regular-print  edition  by  the 
National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind 


and  Physically  Handicapped  (NLS)  and 
the  Friends  of  Libraries  for  Blind  and 
Physically  Handicapped  Individuals  in 
North  America.  The  book  is  being  pro¬ 
duced  in  recorded  and  braille  formats 
for  the  NLS  collection  and  is  expected 
to  be  available  to  patrons  in  early  1997. 

Biography  of  the  Blind  by  James  Wil¬ 
son  was  first  published  in  four  separate 
editions  from  1821  to  1838.  It  contains 
biographical  sketches  of  blind  men  and 
women  of  varying  age,  ability,  and  sta¬ 
tus  in  life,  from  the  well-known  writers 
Homer  and  Milton  to  an  obscure  miser, 
Adam  Mond.  The  book  also  includes  an 
extensive  autobiography  of  the  author, 
who  was  born  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
and  grew  up  in  Belfast,  Ireland.  While 
his  family  was  traveling  to  England 
when  Wilson  was  four  years  old,  both 
parents  died  at  sea  and  Wilson  himself 
was  blinded  by  smallpox.  He  became  a 
self-educated  man  with  an  interest  in 
documenting  the  achievements  of  blind 
persons. 

The  reissue  edition  combines  under 
one  cover  all  of  the  biographies  Wilson 
presented  in  his  four  editions  and  in¬ 
cludes  notes  by  research  librarian  Ken¬ 
neth  Stuckey  of  the  Perkins  School  for 
the  Blind  in  Watertown,  Massachusetts. 
In  addition  to  providing  a  look  at  past 
lives,  the  book  offers  a  glimpse  of  the 
road  that  European  and  American  soci¬ 
ety  has  traveled  in  disabilities  awareness 
up  to  the  twentieth  century.

NLS  Contracts  for 
Validation  of  National 
Literary  Braille 
Competency  Test 

NLS  has  contracted  with  Human 
Resources  Research  Organization 
(HumRRO)  of  Alexandria,  Virginia,  to 
validate  the  National  Literary  Braille 
Competency  Test  (NLBCT),  which  was 
released  by  NLS  in  1994  as  a  method  of 
evaluating  the  competency  of  braille  in¬ 
structors  who  teach  blind  children  and 
adults. 

The  validation  will  document  the 
NLBCT’s  ability  to  test  an  instructor’s 
braille  skills  and  verify  the  relevance  of

skills  tested  to  skills  that  need  to  be 
taught.  The  validation  will  also  docu¬ 
ment  the  reliability  of  the  NLBCT’s 
four  versions  to  ensure  that  a  person 
would  receive  a  comparable  score  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  version  taken. 

The  NLBCT  was  developed  under 
Library  of  Congress  auspices  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  experts  at  the  request  of 
major  blind  membership  organizations 
in  the  United  States.  These  groups  were 
concerned  that  teachers  of  blind  chil¬ 
dren  and  adults  be  skilled  users  of 
braille  themselves.  The  test  evaluates 
competence  in  writing  braille  with  a 
slate  and  stylus  and  with  a  braillewriter, 
ability  to  read  braille,  and  knowledge  of 
braille  code  rules. 

The  validation  process  is  divided  into 
two  parts.  In  the  first  part,  the  contrac¬ 
tors  will  analyze  the  literary  braille  tasks 
that  are  performed  by  teachers  in  reha¬ 
bilitation  settings,  in  residential  schools, 
and  in  mainstreamed  classrooms  and 
determine  the  degree  to  which  the 
NLBCT  assesses  competence  to  per¬ 
form  these  tasks.  Second,  the  contrac¬ 
tors  will  determine  the  reliability  of  the 
four  versions  of  the  NLBCT.  The  test 
will  be  administered  to  at  least  two  hun¬ 
dred  examinees,  and  the  results  will  be 
analyzed  to  determine  reliabilities  and 
standard  errors  of  measurement  and 
also  the  difficulty  and  pass-fail  decision 
equivalence  for  each  version. 

HumRRO  is  a  nonprofit  corporation 
engaged  in  research,  development,  and 
evaluation  in  the  behavioral  and  social 
sciences.  Its  services  are  used  to  im¬ 
prove  human  performance  and  organi¬ 
zational  effectiveness.  The  organization 
was  first  established  at  George  Wash¬ 
ington  University  in  1951  to  carry  out 


human  resources  research  for  the  army. 
Its  professional  staff  includes  approxi¬ 
mately  sixty-five  psychologists,  statisti¬ 
cians,  computer  scientists,  and  techni¬ 
cians,  and  its  areas  of  expertise  include 
performance  measurement,  job  analysis, 
the  development  of  assessment  instru¬ 
ments  and  methods,  and  certification 
testing. 

HumRRO  will  submit  recommenda¬ 
tions  based  on  the  group’s  analysis.  The 
validation  process  is  expected  to  take 
two  years.

NLS  Announces 
Magazine  Program 
Changes 

Beginning  in  January  1998,  the  National 
Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physi¬ 
cally  Handicapped  (NLS)  will  offer 
readers  new  magazine  titles,  some  of 
which  will  be  available  in  cassette  for¬ 
mat.  Most  of  the  current  braille  and 
audio  magazines  will  continue  to  be 
available,  but  many  popular  magazines 
will  be  added  to  the  collection,  replacing 
others  that  will  be  discontinued. 

All  children’s,  young  adult,  and 
foreign-language  audio  magazines  will 
be  produced  on  cassette  tape  instead  of 
flexible  disc.  These  magazines  will  kick 
off  a  transition  to  the  new  cassette  for¬ 
mat  for  all  audio  magazines.  NLS  plans 
to  continue  the  transition  in  January 
1999,  changing  another  group  of  flexi¬ 
ble-disc  magazines  to  cassette.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  take  three  to  four  years  before 
all  NLS  recorded  magazines  will  be 
available  on  cassette. 

The  improvements  to  the  magazine 
program  are  based  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  two  advisory  committees  com¬ 
posed  of  program  users  and  librarians. 
One  of  the  committees  reviewed  the 
titles  offered  by  NLS  and,  based  on  a 
survey  of  more  than  3,500  patrons,  made 
recommendations  about  the  types  of 
magazines  NLS  should  offer  to  better 
meet  readers’  needs  and  interests.  The 
other  committee  recommended  produc¬ 
ing  recorded  magazines  on  cassette 
rather  than  flexible  disc,  a  change  that 
has  been  requested  by  many  patrons 
over  the  years. 
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The  revised  list  of  magazines  is 
shown  below.  For  current  titles  that  will 
continue  to  be  offered,  subscribers  will 
not  experience  any  change  and  need 
not  take  any  action. 

Some  magazines  will  be  discontinued 
due  to  low  interest  in  them.  Patrons 
may  find  other  titles  of  interest  on  the 
new  list.  Fall  issues  of  discontinued 
magazines  will  carry  notices  informing 
readers  of  the  change.

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In  Brief 

Group  Calls  for  Revision 
of  Nemeth  Materials 

A  needs  assessment  group  has  called  for 
the  revision  of  the  current  course  and 
examination  used  to  certify  transcribers 
in  the  Nemeth  (mathematics)  braille 
code. 

The  group,  which  met  in  September 
1997,  convened  to  review  the  course  and 
the  test  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
number  of  competent  certified  Nemeth 
transcribers.  Though  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  has  been  certifying  transcribers  in 
the  math  braille  code  since  1981,  there 
are  fewer  than  two  hundred  certified 
Nemeth  transcribers  in  the  country.  Par¬ 
ticipants  agreed  that  revising  the  course 
will  make  a  difference. 

Participating  in  the  meeting  were 
Von  Eulert,  Braille  Authority  of  North 
America  (BANA)  Nemeth  Technical 
Committee  chair;  Joanne  Baldwin,  Na¬ 
tional  Braille  Association  (NBA);  Elinor 
Savage,  California  Transcribers  and  Ed¬ 
ucators  of  the  Visually  Handicapped 
(CTEVH);  Marcia  Leibowitz,  NLS 
Nemeth  braille  advisor;  and  Mary  Lou 
Stark,  acting  head,  NLS  Braille  Devel¬ 
opment  Section. 

Changes  to  be  effective  immediately 
are  that: 

•  students  will  no  longer  have  to  use 
unpunched  paper  for  the  lessons  and 
certification  test,  nor  will  they  have 
to  make  maximum  use  of  each 
braille  line. 

•  transcribers  may  divide  words  and 
present  material  according  to  ease  of 
use  by  the  reader. 
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•  standard  line  length  of  forty  cells 
will  be  required,  regardless  of  the 
means  of  production  (slate,  brailler, 
or  computer). 

•  students  will  be  permitted  to  use  all 
computer  programs  for  this  course 
— direct  input  and  translation — with 
the  continued  requirement  that  the 
final  product  be  of  high  quality. 

•  while  the  majority  of  lessons  and  all 
certification  tests  must  be  submitted 
in  hardcopy  braille,  an  occasional 
lesson  may  be  submitted  in  ASCII 
or  simulated  braille  (simbraille). 

The  group  also  recommended  drop¬ 
ping  the  requirement  for  students  who 
take  the  course  locally  to  submit  the  last 
four  lessons  to  NLS  prior  to  taking  the 
certification  test.  Instead,  transcribers 
who  request  to  take  the  certification 
test  must  include  a  letter  from  their  in¬ 
structor  verifying  the  student’s  success¬ 
ful  completion  of  the  course. 

The  revision  process  will  begin  with 
developing  new  certification  tests.  Once 
completed,  four  comparable  tests  will 
be  composed  to  ensure  overall  effec¬ 
tiveness. 

Supplemental  materials  will  then  be 
developed  to  be  used  with  the  current 
instruction  manual  to  (1)  clarify  confus¬ 
ing  information;  (2)  provide  basic  in¬ 
struction  in  textbook  format  to  prepare 
material  in  Nemeth  code;  (3)  introduce 
material  covered  in  code  changes;  (4) 
provide  unit  reviews  for  every  three  or 
four  lessons;  and  (5)  provide  a  self-test 
consisting  of  approximately  fifteen 
pages  of  Nemeth  braille.  Materials  will 
also  include  simbraille  answers  for  the 
unit  reviews  and  a  self-test  in  the  back 
of  the  supplement.  Local  instructors 
may  receive  copies  of  the  supplemental 
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materials  as  they  are  developed  by  con¬ 
tacting  NLS.  They  may  also  be  obtained

For  a  long-term  solution,  the  group 
recommends  that  NLS  write  a  new  in¬ 
struction  manual  incorporating  many 
of  the  elements  of  the  supplementary 
materials. 

An  advisory  committee  will  continue 
to  function  throughout  the  process  of 
developing  the  supplemental  materials 
and  revising  the  instruction  manual. 

National  Literary  Braille 
Competency  Test  Moves 
Forward 

An  NLS-commissioned  group  has  com¬ 
pleted  a  study  of  the  requirements  for 
effectively  teaching  braille  to  children 
and  adults.  The  analysis  revealed  that 
teachers  need  knowledge  of  (1)  the 
basic  rules  of  braille,  (2)  contractions, 

(3)  commonly  used  composition  signs 
and  punctuation,  (4)  infrequently  used 
composition  signs  and  punctuation,  and 
(5)  formatting.  It  also  showed  that 
teachers  must  be  skilled  in  reading  and 
writing  braille  and  using  braille  equip¬ 
ment. 

The  study  included  approximately 
seventy-five  teachers — both  blind  and 
sighted — who  work  in  itinerant,  resi¬ 
dential,  and  rehabilitation  settings  and 
represent  a  broad  range  of  educational, 
geographical,  and  socioeconomic 
environments. 

The  Human  Resources  Research  Or¬ 
ganization  (HumRRO)  was  contracted 
to  do  the  validation  study  of  the  na-

tional  braille  competency  test  for  teach¬ 
ers  in  October  1996.  NLS  began  admin¬ 
istering  the  test,  which  was  prepared  at 
the  request  of  several  organizations  of 
and  for  the  blind,  in  1994. 

Remaining  steps  in  the  first  phase  of 
the  study  include  linking  the  identified 
knowledge  and  skills  to  tasks  involved 
in  teaching  braille,  validating  the  test 
content,  recommending  changes  to  the 
content  and  administration  of  the  test, 
evaluating  the  revised  test,  and  deter¬ 
mining  passing  scores.  Completion  of 
the  study  is  slated  for  1999. 

Two  hundred  persons  who  have  not 
previously  taken  the  test  are  needed  for 
the  next  phase  in  the  process — evaluat¬ 
ing  the  reliability  of  test  results  based 
on  the  administration  of  four  compara¬ 
ble  examinations.  Individuals  interested 
in  participating  should  contact  Dr.

BANA  Announces  Plans 
for  1998 

The  Braille  Authority  of  North  America 
(BANA)  met  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  De¬ 
cember  8-9, 1997,  and  elected  officers, 
adopted  new  codes,  and  formed  new 
committees. 

Serving  in  1998  are  Dolores  Ferrara- 
Godzieba  of  Associated  Services  for  the 
Blind,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  chair¬ 
person;  Betty  Niceley  of  the  National 
Federation  of  the  Blind,  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  vice  chairperson;  Phyllis 
Campana  of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind,  Louisville,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  secretary;  and  Charlotte  Begley  of 
the  Clovernook  Center  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  treasurer. 

In  addition,  the  BANA  Board  ap¬ 
proved  the  official  use  of  the  following 
braille  codes: 

•  Braille  Formats:  Principles  of  Print  to 
Braille  Transcription  (formerly  the  Code 
of  Braille  Textbook  Formats  and  Tech¬ 
niques) 

•  the  International  Supplement  for  . 
Braille  Music  Notation,  which  will  be  in¬ 
corporated  into  the  Manual  of  Braille 
Music  Notation,  American  Edition  1998. 
(The  new  code  book  will  be  available  in 
print,  in  braille,  and  on  CD-ROM.) 

•  the  Braille  Code  for  Chemical  No¬ 
tation  (based  on  the  Nemeth  Code  of 
Braille  Mathematics  and  Scientific  Nota¬ 
tion  1965) 

The  BANA  Board  is  developing  a 
specifications  manual  to  be  used  when 
preparing  codes  for  publication. 

BANA  has  also  announced  plans  for  a 
website  to  be  available  by  the  spring. 

The  group  formed  an  Ad  Hoc  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Braille  Signage  and  a  new  BANA 
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Technical  Committee  on  Tactile 
Graphics. 

The  Spring  BANA  meeting  will  be  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  April  27-28,  1998. 

Reliability  Study 
Postponed 

Braille  Book  Review ;  January-February 
1998,  carried  a  story  on  the  National 
Literary  Braille  Competency  Test  in 
which  people  interested  in  participating 
in  the  reliability  portion  of  the  study 
were  asked  to  call  the  Human  Re¬ 
sources  Research  Organization  (Hum- 
RRO).  The  response  has  been  over¬ 
whelming. 

Revisions  of  the  test,  however,  will 
take  longer  than  originally  anticipated. 
Therefore,  the  reliability  portion  of  the 
study  will  not  begin  this  summer.  Any¬ 
one  interested  in  participating  or  wish¬ 
ing  more  information  about  the  test  and 
related  study  should  wait  for  future  an¬ 
nouncements.

BANA  Approves  New 
Rules  for  Literary  Braille 

The  Braille  Authority  of  North  America 
(BANA)  recently  approved  signs  and 
rules  for  brailling  electronic  addresses 
(e-mail  addresses  and  URLs)  and  file¬ 
names  in  nontechnical  contexts.  This  in¬ 
formation  is  set  forth  in  the  newly  re¬ 
vised  Rule  VI,  Section  27g,  and  Appen¬ 
dix  C  of  the  BANA  English  Braille, 
American  Edition,  1994 ,  and  is  based  on 
the  most  recent  edition  of  Computer 
Braille  Code. 
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Certified  literary  braille  transcribers 
should  find  the  information  in  the  Ap¬ 
pendix  C  sufficient  for  brailling  elec¬ 
tronic  addresses  and  filenames  in  liter¬ 
ary  braille  and  other  nontechnical  con¬ 
texts.  Computer  filenames  and  e-mail, 
website,  and  other  Internet  addresses 
will  follow  the  strictures  of  the  Com¬ 
puter  Braille  Code.  The  new  rules  ex¬ 
plain  how  to  enter  and  exit  the  com¬ 
puter  braille  code,  to  transcribe  embed¬ 
ded  or  displayed  computer  text,  to  di¬ 
vide  a  contiguous  string  of  characters 
between  lines,  and  to  use  numerals  and 
punctuation,  among  other  aspects  of 
using  computer  braille  in  nontechnical 
contexts.  The  section  provides  examples 
to  demonstrate  the  rules  and  requires 
that  all  computer-braille  symbols  used 
in  the  transcription  be  listed  on  a  spe¬ 
cial  page.  Appendix  C  also  contains  a 
list  of  the  most  commonly  used  com¬ 
puter  braille  code  symbols.

Novices.  Teachers,  parents,  social  work¬ 
ers,  and  braille  transcribers  can  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  an  online  braille  course  de¬ 
veloped  to  help  novices  improve  their 
skills  in  braille  instruction. 

Braille  through  Remote  Learning  is 
offered  by  the  Shodor  Foundation,  Inc., 
in  collaboration  with  the  Governor 
Morehead  School  for  the  Blind  and  the 
North  Carolina  Central  University 
(NCCU).  School  of  Education,  Dur¬ 
ham,  North  Carolina.  It  includes  three 
courses:  Introduction  to  Braille,  Braille 
Transcriber’s  Course,  and  Specialized 
Codes  in  Braille. 

Students  may  opt  for  no  credit,  for 
which  there  is  no  charge,  or  for  continu¬ 
ing  education  (CEU)  or  university 
credit.  Those  who  wish  to  receive  for¬ 
mal  academic  credit  through  the  NCCU 
program  or  independent  study  through 
another  institution,  however,  must  pay 
the  associated  fees.  Students  may  apply

APH  to  assist  in  revising 
National  Literary  Braille 
Competency  Test 

The  American  Printing  House  for  the 
Blind  (APH)  of  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
and  NLS  have  entered  into  a  coopera¬ 
tive  agreement  to  work  on  the  revision 
and  ongoing  maintenance  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Literary  Braille  Competency  Test 
(NLBCT). 

NLS  has  been  administering  the  test 
for  teachers  of  braille  to  children  and 
adults  since  May  1994.  It  is  currently 
being  revised  as  part  of  a  validation 
study  conducted  by  Human  Research 
Resources  Organization  (HumRRO), 
Alexandria,  Virginia. 

NLS  director  Frank  Kurt  Cylke  said, 
“We  look  forward  to  working  with  the 
research  and  development  staff  at  APH 
on  this  project.  APH  has  long  been  a 
leader  in  the  development  of  materials 
0  for  the  education  of  blind  children  and 
9  adults.  Its  staff  has  expertise  in  testing 
and  test  production  that  will  comple- 

14  ment  the  NLS  expertise  in  the  literary 
braille  code  and  in  the  certification 

15  process.” 

During  the  next  two  years,  APH  will 
participate  with  NLS  in  organizing  two 
committees  to  facilitate  the  revision 
23  process  and  to  manage  and  maintain  the 
25  testing  program  over  time.  The  Admin¬ 
istrative  Issues  Committee  (AIC)  will 
oversee  administration  of  the  test  and 
recommend  policies  and  procedures  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  testing  program.  The 
Test  Development  Committee  (TDC) 
will  develop  and  maintain  the  test  (e.g., 
introduce  new  test  forms  as  needed). 
The  Administrative  Issues  Committee 
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will  have  members  from  the  American 
Council  of  the  Blind  (ACB),  the  Associ¬ 
ation  for  Education  and  Rehabilitation 
of  the  Blind  and  Visually  Impaired 
(AER),  and  the  National  Federation  of 
the  Blind  (NFB).  The  Test  Develop¬ 
ment  Committee  will  include  a  repre¬ 
sentative  group  of  teachers. 

The  American  Printing  House  will 
further  assist  the  effort  by  producing 
the  print  and  braille  test  materials.

Books  being  selected 
for  grade  1  braille 

A  variety  of  fiction  and  nonfiction  books 
in  grade  1  braille  have  been  added  to 
the  NLS  collection,  an  action  prompted 
by  the  National  Advisory  Group  on  Col¬ 
lection-Building  Activities.  The  group 
recommended  that  NLS  provide  this 
format  for  adult  readers  who  have  a 
need  for  or  prefer  the  more  basic  form 
of  braille. 

Approximately  three  to  five  books  a 
year  are  selected  for  grade  1  braille  with 
an  anticipated  limit  of  about  fifty  for  the 
collection.  A  larger  number  is  not  con¬ 
sidered  necessary  because  most  patrons 
advance  from  this  level  to  grade  2 
braille.  More  important  than  the  num¬ 
ber  of  books,  the  collection  must  repre¬ 
sent  the  varied  interests  of  people  who 
are  learning  braille. 

Criteria  used  for  selection  include 
high  general  interest,  relatively  short 
length,  and  low  vocabulary.  Such  popu¬ 
lar  works  of  fiction  include  classics,  west¬ 
erns,  and  romances.  Nonfiction  titles  are 
generally  on  subjects  believed  to  be  of 
interest  to  many  patrons. 

Grade  1  selections  are  listed  and  iden¬ 
tified  in  Braille  Book  Review.

Braille  Authority  of  North 
America  elects  new  officers 

Phyllis  Campana,  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  (APH),  was  elected 
chairperson  of  the  Braille  Authority  of 
North  America  (BANA)  in  November

Other  officers  are  Bettye  Niceley,  Na¬ 
tional  Federation  of  the  Blind  (NFB), 
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vice-chairperson;  Frances  Mary  D’An- 
drea,  American  Foundation  for  the 
Blind  (AFB),  secretary;  Susan  Reilly, 
California  Transcribers  and  Educators 
of  the  Visually  Handicapped  (CTEVH), 
treasurer;  and  Dolores  Ferrara-God- 
zieba,  Associated  Services  for  the  Blind 
(ASB),  past-chairperson. 

The  organization  also  formed  a  new 
technical  committee  to  develop  stan¬ 
dards  for  tactile  graphics  and  announced 
that  an  errata  sheet  correcting  errors 
found  in  Braille  Formats:  Principles  of 
Print  to  Braille  Transcription  1997  will  be 
available  on  the  BANA  web  site  at 
www.brailleauthority.org.  In  addition, 
the  list  will  be  in  transcriber  newsletters 
by  the  spring  of  1999. 

The  meeting  was  hosted  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Braille  Press.  The  United  States 
members  of  BANA  will  host  the  In¬ 
ternational  Council  on  English  Braille 
(ICEB)  November  2-6, 1999,  in  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland.

As  a  service  to  patrons,  NLS  provides 
access  to  many  of  its  resources  and  doc¬ 
uments  through  a  comprehensive  Inter¬ 
net  presence.

The  information  was  provided  by  Lucent 
Technologies  for  this  two-volume  braille 
publication,  which  was  released  in 
March  1999  and  costs  $8.95. 

The  Menopause  Guidebook  is  also 
available  from  NBP.  It  discusses  the 
types  of  hormone  replacement  therapy, 
their  side  effects,  who  should  take  them, 
and  why  they  should  be  considered. 
Underwritten  by  the  North  American 
Menopause  Society,  the  cost  for  the  two 
braille  volumes  is  $6. 

Shapely-CAL,  developed  by  Creative 
Adaptations  for  Learning  (CAL),  is  a 
book  of  poetry — in  large  print  and 
braille — as  well  as  a  book  of  tactile 
graphics.  It  is  designed  to  teach  blind 
children  about  squares,  triangles,  circles, 
and  wavy  lines.  Shapely-CAL  literally 
rises  up  to  introduce  children  to  the 
shapes  that  make  up  the  world — from 
raindrops  to  footballs.  The  single  vol¬ 
ume  is  available  from  NBP  for  $36.  The 
Teacher  and  Parent  Guide  is  $5  more.

In  Brief _ 

NLS  Focuses  on  Digital 
Book  Technology 

The  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped 
(NLS)  continues  its  major  development 
program  on  digital  technology.  Several 
efforts  are  underway: 

•  A  project  to  place  2,500  braille  books 
in  digitally  accessible  format  on  the 
Internet  for  use  by  NLS  patrons; 

•  Under  the  auspices  of  the  National 
Information  Standards  Organization 
(NISO),  a  prototype  electronic  coding 
of  the  text  of  a  book  using  draft  NISO 
Digital  Talking  Book  standards; 

•  Installation  of  the  first  digital  audio 
duplicating  and  archiving  system  at  an 
NLS  facility;  and 

•  Development  of  a  digital  recording 
system  at  the  NLS  Recording  Studio. 

In  July  1998  NLS  published  a  compre¬ 
hensive  paper,  Digital  Talking  Books: 
Planning  for  the  Future ,  that  outlines  the 
steps  required  for  NLS  to  move  its  na¬ 
tional  library  service  into  digital  format.

Scourby  Awards 
Announced

nonfiction,  and  periodicals.  The  award¬ 
winning  narrators  are  Robert  Blumen- 
feld,  AFB,  for  fiction;  Lisette  Lecat, 
AFB,  for  nonfiction;  and  Butch  Hoover, 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind, 
for  periodicals.  The  annual  Scourby 
Award  was  established  in  1986  in  mem¬ 
ory  of  the  popular  talking-book  narra¬ 
tor  who  died  in  1985.

Participants  Sought  for 
International  Braille  Essay 
Contest 

The  World  Blind  Union  (WBU)  Literacy 
Committee,  in  cooperation  with  the  Ca¬ 
nadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  is 
sponsoring  an  essay  contest  on  the  topic 
“What  Braille  Means  to  Me.” 

People  who  are  blind,  visually  im¬ 
paired,  deaf-blind,  or  sighted  are  invited 
to  submit  personal  perspectives  and  de¬ 
scriptions  of  how  braille  has  affected 
their  lives.  The  papers  should  be  1,000 
to  5,000  words  long  and  may  be  written 
in  English,  French,  or  Spanish.  Entries 
may  be  braille  or  print,  but  electronic 
submissions  are  preferred.  Each  entry 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  separate  page 
providing  the  contestant’s  name,  ad¬ 
dress,  and  phone  number.  Essays  should 
not  include  personal  identification 
within  the  text. 

An  international  panel  will  judge  en¬ 
tries  on  the  level  of  interest  and  on  how 
compelling,  powerful,  and  creative  they 
are.

Braille  readers  can  now  access  more 
than  2,700  grade  2  braille  books  on  the 
Internet  through  the  NLS  Web-Braille 
system.  To  use  the  system,  patrons  must 
have  Internet  access  and  braille-aware 
software  plus  refreshable  braille  dis¬ 
plays. 

Because  access  to  these  books  is  lim¬ 
ited  to  people  eligible  for  NLS  services, 
patrons  must  have  an  identification 
number  and  a  password.  Interested 
readers  should  call  their  braille-lending 
library  to  register  for  their  number  and 
password. 

The  service  is  accessed  through  the 
NLS  home  page.  Selected  books  can  be 
downloaded  one  volume  at  a  time.  The 
Web-Braille  site  is  www.loc.gov/nls/braille/ 

The  online  version  of  Braille  Book  Re¬ 
view  (BBR)  will  contain  active  links  to 
Web-Braille  files  for  books  listed  in  that 
issue.  Patrons  will  be  able  to  browse 
through  BBR,  locate  a  title  and  select  a 
volume.  After  the  ID  and  password  are 
input,  the  patron  will  be  able  to  down¬ 
load  the  volume  or  read  it  on  line.  These 
BBR  files  will  be  added  to  the  Web- 
Braille  files  at  the  rate  of  about  forty 
titles  a  month.
